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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Portable Hands-Free Camera System. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 12-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spitzer 
(US 6,349,001 B1). 

Regarding claim 12, Spitzer discloses a camera apparatus able to be worn on a 
person and providing hands-free operation (see abstract; see fig. 1), comprises: a 
camera (see 210 in fig. 2); a housing (see 240 in fig. 2) for said camera; means for 
mounting (see 250 in fig. 2) said housing on a person so that said housing containing 
said camera is able to be worn by the person; means for transmitting video signals (see 
fig. 7; e.g. see column 1 1 , lines 58-63); and, means for transmitting and receiving audio 
signals (see fig. 1 ; e.g. see column 1 1 , lines 58-63). 
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Regarding claim 13, Spitzer further discloses comprising a directional 
microphone included with said camera (see 108 in fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 14, Spitzer further discloses wherein said means for mounting 
said housing on a person includes a support arm passable over an ear of the person 
(see fig. 1), so that said camera is substantially level with a line of sight of the person 
(see fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 15, Spitzer further discloses comprising an earpiece (See 
column 1 , lines 36-38) connected to said support arm with aural transmission to the 
person effected via said earpiece. 

Regarding claim 16, Spitzer further discloses wherein said camera includes an 
infra-red sensitive mode (see fig. 18). 

Regarding claim 17, Spitzer further discloses wherein said camera includes an 
optical sensor (see column 7, lines 6-18) for switching said camera to said infrared 
sensitive mode when lighting levels are insufficient for non-infra-red operation. 

Regarding claim 18, Spitzer further discloses wherein functions for said camera 
are controlled by an integrated circuit in said housing (see fig. 6). 
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Regarding claim 19, Spitzer further discloses wherein said means for transmitting 
and receiving audio signals includes a wireless RF transmitter module and a battery 
pack (see fig. 1 7C; see 1 1 2 and 1 08 in fig. 1 ). 

Regarding claim 20, Spitzer further discloses wherein said means for transmitting 
video signals includes means for transmitting video data recorded by said camera to a 
secure storage medium (e.g. see 716 in fig. 9).
